To the Finance Committee, 
City of Fdmonion: 
Gentifmen(:— 

At your request I beg to reply 
to certain statements contained in a’ 
report trom the City Auditor which 
bas been referred tq you /by fahe Coun- 
cil. ‘ 

Setting aside the tone of the report 
1 will merely deal with’ such state- 
ments as are, in’'my opinion. deserving 
oi Botice, and will endeavor to do so 
without involving you in a complex 
argument upon eccounting methods, 
which, as every, business man knows, 
are subject to afl the vicissitudes of 
circumstance and individuality. On 
taking: up the accounts of ‘the town 
im 1900 I found them in a very neg- 
lected ana unsatisfactory condition, 
and it took’ me considerable time to 
ect them into shape. I studied the 
situation carefully, and made such 
alterations andj modifications as were 
theti necessary tc produce correci 
statements of fitures in an orderly 
sequence, whith/ is the true and com- 
glete aim and object of agcounting. 

‘The principa: authority followed by 
me was Wm. Powis, F.C.A., and Iam 
quite prepared co show, tht in no 
essential particular have I departed 
from the rules laid down by this em- 
ment Canadian authority, although 
I judged it unwise to adopt many of 
bis elaborations, as it would have in- 
volvea the employment of office heip 
to carry them out. In carrying oat 
muy system, I had considerable as:is3 - 
anec from, ana ‘the entire approval ‘tf, 
the then, Auditor, Mr. T. A. St shen. 
I openea a new jledger, in +v-lich 1 
re-arranged the accounis, maciig 
them cerrespona io the various com- 
mittees 1m charge of the expenditur:s, 
so that they mighi be readily com- 
pared at ine end of the year with 
the estimates submitted before the 
rate was struck; eliminated ail rer- 
sonal accounts with employes and 
others ; re-insiated and wrote up ‘the 
assegsment account (which I found, 
had been allowed to lapse for !.wo 
years) showimg the amouni of taxes 
ACVIO@Z euen year and ibe disposal of 
Same, ama re®aced the open ‘i'ax po- 
counts twiwe (Current and Arrears) 
both cl lm aagter accounts being 
brougn. wv wasidiwe with ine va'ax ols 
Acf The Your, & panies Wek pad 
ETCVICUSty ween wexlocred. iL nad 
idULU Tue ‘ax idouss of ihree years 
Kepe Open; 4 closed and pakanoed 
them; wrvugmk torward the arrears;

I abolished 
the oid S¥S.em of journalizing the 
cash, using tae Journal only ter ad- 
justmg entris during the year, and 
closing emtries ajc ‘tne end of _ the 
term. I opened a column Cash Book 
urranged to suit the accounts then 
necessary, Irom which’ I posited direct 
into the Leadgpr at the close of each 
month, ana which I proved by bal- 
ancing witn the Bank, all payments 
being made by cheque, and «ll re- 
ceipts promptiy deposited. I sontin- 
ued, or rather resumed a sysccm of 
Mr. Randalls for the keeping of 
vouchers by pasting them into an 
invoice book tokded up se that the 
grinted name ef the creditar was 
shown and applied, a ready refer- 
ence system by using’ the cheque num- 
ber, which was given in ink in the 
cash book, and in colored pencil on 
the voucher itseif. This system of 
keeping vouchers is certaimly out «f 
date and not commendable fer gen- 
eral commercial business, but a thc 
time I could find no beiter method 
for labor saving aad direct reference, 
and. speaking trom experience, I siill 

ow cf no vetier system for a smal] 
muUMicipality or amy business of a 
Similar nature, where the transac- 


erous; afthough IJ quite agree wiih 
the Auditor thet our city has out- 
grown this stage, and a system of 
primted. vouchers should be adopied. 
I weuld prefer, however, a printed 
form to: be’ gummed or pinned to the 
back of the foided invoice (as T have 
always found it preferable io have 
account and voucher remain in com- 
patiy.)

liawing described my methced to 
some extent at least, 1 will naw (-re- 
ceed to take up some ‘af tihe points 
and practices ussared by che Auditor, 
but #etore doing so, I beg .o draw 
your ativution to the fact that al 
though tne pusiness of the ‘town, now 
city. nas mereased und extended so 
rapidly wit the introduction of new 
features constently having to be 
dealt with necessitating chafiges and 
extensions of sysiem, the offfice staff 
was hot ine at all in propor- 
tion to the werk accomplished, nor 
was it possible, as I often pointed out 
to the ofd council, for a sufficient 
office staff to find working room €p 
the old office, if it had een -revided, 
the result of this being {hat with 
the heavy increases of other office 
work, the bockkeerping had to be re- 
duced toa minimum and pat through 
as expeditiously as possible at such 
oda times as could be availed of, Wwerg 
often in over time. I say this not by 
way ot excuse, or even ¢o point oat 
how, this state of affairs shoul@¢ro- 
vide the opportunity for fault tind- 
ing, evidently so. readily availed of, 
but to show reason for treating 
doubtful entries promptly with pf 
view of readjusting later, instead of 
creating a condition of greater con- 
gestion by hanging up the business 
until a fuller and more complete fr- 
formation cculd be obtained. tad 
the new office been ready for oceupa- 
tion as was anticipated in ‘November, 
another elerk could have been pet 
on then and the work could aasily 
have been overtaken and corrections 
anc adjustments effected before the 
close of the year. As it was, the ;,qer 
was gone before we were settled mt 
the mew office, and you jyourseltves 
know the circumstances which have 
prevented mach being accomplished 
since. Now, as the whole matter is 
before the council.it will depend 
largely upon their decision as :2 ihe 
extent of the adjustments to be ef- 
fectea. Having made this exrplana~ 
tion in regard to the items wrongly 
charged in the cash book for want 
of fuller and proper information, 2 
will merely add ‘that this circum- 
stance has not been overlooked and 
can easily be reciified and adjusted, 
ana had this maiter not joeen brought 
before tne counc|, the adjuyitment 
would have been effecied before now.

not a case of reconstruction, but of 
extension. e matter of cash vouch- 
ers I have aiready dealt with. For 
the handling of cash receipis it bas 
been eviaent to me for someittime that 
our system requires elaborating te 
tof meet the requiremenis of an ex- 
tended business and this would have 
been appiiea ‘before now if the mat- 
ter haa nok been referred to you. 
The suggested sys.em of receipt books 
woulda uusWer very well, but offers no 
greater security than an extension 
of the present system of separate fe- 
ceipt registers, and entails a consid- 
erable extra expense in postage and 
envefopes and Ices of office time in 
writing and rendering. I will be 
pleasea’ to take the matter up with 
you ana follow the course deiermined 
weon. Before dismissing the subject 
of cash book, I may point out thet 
the necessity for extension and flab- 
oration comsequent upon the city 
charter coming into force was fore- 
seen ana congidered by me at tthe 
beginning of last year and was my 
trincipal reason for delaying the 
change until this was affected. The 
new cash book is daily expected, hnd 
upon receipt all entries from jthe fst 
of January will be tramscribedé into 
it, and vouchers treated in the man- 
ner decided upon. 


RE REVENUE. 


It is not only’ right that the revenue 
of thes year snall provide for the evr- 
rent expemditures of the year, but a 
think = ww also justifiable chat if 
it can be aone without dnnosing an 
exbessive rute of iaxation, it should 
provide for tuois and equipment which 
although Cagital Assets for the time 
beimg, are or more or ‘less unstable 
nature and have for the most qari 
to ‘be constantly replaced.
